Janis Ian began her mostly 


stellar, sometimes stormy, 


professional life when she 
published her first song at the age 
of 12. That led to a show at New 
York’s Village Gate, where she 
shared a stage with Tom Paxton 
(with whom she recently toured), 
Lou Gossett Jr., Judy Collins, Phil 
Ochs and a host of other singer- 
songwriters. 

At 14, she wrote “Society’s 
Child”, 
penned autobiography (Tarcher/ 
Penguin). Kathy Mattea describes 
the book this way, “After finishing 
Society’s Child, I feel like Pve had 


a front row seat to the soundtrack

of my life.” 
From Janis’ first headlining 
show at Greenwich  Village’s 
Gaslight Café at age 15, her life 
was fraught with challenges. Most 
adults could not have survived 
the scorn and controversy that 
surrounded what was to become 
her debut single and first hit. 
“Society’s Child” focused on an 
interracial couple in an era when 
tempers flared at even such a 
mention. The intimidating boos 
she received on stage from racists 
shied in comparison to the hate 
mail and death threats. She has 
continued to hold her head high 
despite criticism, family problems, 
near fatal health issues, failed 


relationships with both men and 
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women including an abusive and 
broken marriage, and devastating 
financial crises. She says of her 
early career, ““I wrote my first 
song at 12. Was published at 13. 
Made a record at 14, had a hit at 
15, and was a has-been at 16. So 
‘At 17 means more to me than 
you can know.” 
“At Seventeen” became her 
trademark song and, along with 
the album on which it debuted, 
Between the Lines, it earned five 
Grammy nominations and two 
wins including Best Pop Female 
Performance and Best Engineered 
Recording. The song has since 
joined “Society’s Child” in the 
Grammy Hall of Fame. 
Numerous challenges followed 
causing her to rethink her life. 
After a nine year hiatus when 
she studied theatre with Stella 
Adler, she returned to music with 
Breaking Silence and 
her eighth Grammy nomination

Tim Helferty passed away on February 15. 

Tim was a fixture at the WOW Hall for many years. He was my 
volunteer Publicity Assistant before becoming the WOW Hall’s Office 
Manager; a position he held for two terms of employment. I’m sure 
many of you purchased tickets from him, and that he always greeted 
you with a cheerful voice or a smile. 

The entire time I knew Tim, he was 
in pain. Previous to coming here, 
he had been through open-heart 
surgery, loss of job and home, 
and a divorce. He suffered 
from deteriorating kidneys. 
He needed a lot of expensive 
prescription drugs just to 
stay alive. 

The WOW Hall has 
never been in the financial 
position to provide health 
insurance for employees. 
You might remember we held 
a benefit for Tim back in 2008. 
Tim could not receive public 
assistance until his kidneys 
reached a critical condition. He 
then underwent dialyses treatments 
several times a week. Tim never 
complained. He was grateful to be here. 

Because of his meds, Tim could not drink. But his love of music 
motivated him to go out most every night. If there wasn’t a show here, 
he could be found soaking up the jams at downtown nightspots. His 
passion for music bloomed into a second career with his own sound 
company. Between his two OM stints at the WOW Hall, Tim was 
bringing music to audiences at The District. 

I’m sure many people can tell you of being helped by Tim. How he 
cared for others even when he needed care himself. How he endured 
hardships without ever losing his positive disposition. Whenever I 
have health problems or financial setbacks, I think of how small my 
problems are compared to Tim’s; he was a constant inspiration to me. 

Tim will be missed. All of his friends, family and aquaintances are 
invited to remember him here on St. Patrick’s Day, Sunday, March 17, 
beginning at 4:00 with a potluck and followed by live music. *

The dark winters of Boston 
bore a band that crawled out of 
the womb and called itself Bent 
Knee. Raised on a steady diet of 
all styles of rock, classical music 
and experimental sounds, Bent 
Knee has been reviewed as, “a 
theatrical and imaginative group 
that puts on a great spread” 
(MassMic.org). Their 
morph rapidly and unpredictably

between fragile passages that are, 
“dark, mysterious... and dare I 
say beautiful?” (Olive Music), to 
walls of sound with, “a shrieking

Bent Knee’s eponymous debut 
album was chosen for Best Albums 
of 2011 by Ryan’s Smashing Life 
and Olive Music blog. 

In addition to originals, Bent 
Knee is notorious for creating 
strikingly different arrangements 
for covers of famous songs by 
artists like Radiohead and Nine 
Inch Nails. Their cover of “Since 
I’ve Been Loving You” by Led 
Zeppelin has over 30,000 plays on 
SoundCloud, and was ranked as 
#12 of Cover Me music blog’s 50 
Best Cover Songs of zorr. 

Portland, Oregon’s A((wake)) 
is a progressive hard rock band 
that formed as a three piece 
instrumental group. Embracing 
the influential styles of bands like 
Isis and Mastodon, Cameron 
Taylor, Ian Engblom and Brian 
Lawson recorded The Crescent EP 
in 2005 followed by Northern 
Lights in 2008.
